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ken off at the Death of the Animal, before its being 
petrified. 

Mr. Brown does not mention in his Infed the 
Property of rolling itfclf up, which this certainly 
had; as appears by fcvcral of the Figures, as Fig. 3, 
4, y, 7, 11, and 12, which are intirely rolled up; 
and as is more particularly reprefented by Fig 11 and 
12. in which it appears, that the Tail is turn'd up 
Under the Belly quite to the Mouth; and at Fig. 8. the 
Creature feems but half-rolled up. 

I have confultcd all the Books I could meet with, 
which give Figures of Infects and cruftaceous Ani¬ 
mals in their natural and petrified States; and find 
none refemb'e this Dudley Foflil fo near as M. 
Kleins In led ; therefore I fhall, till we get more 
Information, call it, Scolopendrx aquatic a Jcutatx 
affine animal petrifahhm. 


XVI. ’The Defcription and Figures of a /'mall 
fiat fpheroidal Stone, having Lines formed 
upon it • by C. Mortimer, M. D. & Secret. 
R. S. 


M R. Teter Collinfon, a very worthy Mcmbc-r 
of the Royal Society, produced, at a Meeting 
of that Body, on Nov. 8. 1750. a very curious iphe- 
roidal Stone, about 4 Inches Diameter, of a Cho¬ 
colate-colour, marked with 4 white Lines, aoout 
the Breadth of a Horfe-hair, encompsfling the 
whole Stone, like the Meridians on a Globe; bur, 
inftcad of eroding one another in a Point, as they 
do, upon the Globe, thefe are connected by a fhort 
tranfverle Line; as is dclcribed above in p. 53f of 
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this Tranfatfion, and as may be diftin&ly feen in 
Tab. I. Fg. i. at CF). 

. I lately rccived, by a Friend, from the Ifie of 
Shipey in Kent* a lmal! Stone, with fimilar Lines 
upon it. Wine is only ■} of an Inch in Diameter, 
or a- brown Colour, and of the Confidence of 
Marble. As a Defcription in Words does not con¬ 
vey io clear an Idea as an exact Drawing, I have 
eiv'c.no .ntd to give Rcprefentations of this Stone 
in different Views; as at Tab. I. Fig. 13, 14*, if, 
16. 

Fig. 13. reprefents the Top of the Stone, on which 
the Lines are moft regular, being deprefled intotfie 
Stone, and of the fame* Colour with it. a, c, d, e, 
are the four principal Lines, : anfvvering to thofe on 
Mr. Coilinfon’s Stone, and arc connected, as in 
his, by the tranfverfe iAntgh. The Line b is an 
Irregularity ir. this-Stone,. and fo iswhich are 
net'ti the other; th'ele irregular, or fupernnmerary 
Lines being continued to the. other Hc-mifphere, 

Fig . 14.. or Bottom of the Stone, make the Di¬ 
rections ol the other Lines very irregular, as may be 
feen in'the Figure; only the Lines c, d, and e , be¬ 
ing connected by. the tranfverfe Line gh> which here 
(lands at right Angles with that in Fig. 13. 

The following Figures reprefent the Section of the 
Stone thro’ its Equator, as nearly as pofiible; 
only the Mill cut away the Subftanceto about 
the Thrcknefs of a Shilling. In thefe Se&ions 
the Ramifications appear quite white. 

Fig. if. (hews the Section of the upper Hemi- 
fphere* as

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Fig. 1 6. does that of the lower Hemifphere; in 
both of which the Letters of Reference anfwer to 
thofe in the other Figures, (hewing where the out- 
ftde Lines abutt upon thefe Se&ions.
